CROWN COLONY COMPULSION. 
— 


The ‘e'egram ‘received to-day giving the considered opinion of 
the Gecrotary of State for the Colonies on the question of compul- 
tory focal military service in thore Crown Colonies where it does 
not et prasentexist, raises eome important considerations regarding 
the part which the outlying posressions of the Britieh Empire is 

laying io the war, Mr. Walter Long ays thio matter of impressing 
aropean British ac bjects into war service haa received his anxious 
consideration, but that he is not prepared for the present to adopt 
any farther change. . Hongkong, of course, is ona of thoee Crown 
Colonies to ‘which compulscty service doss not at present 
apply, thoogh a form of moral peranasion hea been brooght 
into play, a8 a result of which the individaal who does not join one 
or other of the local suziliary forces is more or less a marked man, 
and itis clear now that jn this respeot there will be no. alteration! 
in the system which at preaent prevails, Whatever msy te done 
in the fatare, for the moment voluntary service is to continue in 
vogue here. wey 4 : 
No reasons are given in the telegram ss to why what. would 
" appear to be a very wise and beneficial change in the conditions of 
loca] military service is not tobe pat into effect: Thero may possibly 
be special circamstances standing in the way of « general applica- 
tion of compuleory service to all parta of the Empire, thoagh we 
can think of none that are insarmoantable. At any rate, we ace not 
the slightest reason why, from the very moment ai. which oonscrip- 
tion wee applied at Home, it should: not have been enforced for local 
sin the Crown Colonics. Hed that been done, « deal of the 
itter fealing which has manifsated iteelf in Hongkong, for 
example, concerning elackers’ dodging their obligations would 
never heve been voked. That fesling, indeed, has not entire- 
ly died down yet, for-it in waid thet there are still men:-bere who sre: 
not attached to any of the Oolony’s defence forces. We should have 
thought that by this time every man would have been shamod into 
doing hia bit, even if he hed ( inoliuation.to shirk his duty, But 
what many people will now be eskingis why it ie that-oertain of the 
Crown Colonies—sack as Singapore and Ceylon—should have been 
able to enforces compalsion, whils others, Hongkong indladed, should 
rob along on voluntary lines. Sauce for the goose should surely be 


-savoe for the gander too. And we know thst by far the bigger pro-| P 


tion of. Hongkong'a yourg manhood would ptefer compalso: 
service ander wer conditions tothe unsatisfactory system) which hss 
given rise 1o ev much avoidsble discontent end heartbarning within
